CATCH 40,000 POUNDS 
FISH IN SINGLE WEEK. 


GALVESTON OOMPANY GIVES 
EACH MAN OF OREW BONUS 
OF $150 FOR CATCH,

GALVESTON, March 71.-—One of 
the most notable catches of red 
sfapper fish in the history of the 
Gulf Fisheries Company of Galves- 
ton was made recently in the gulf 
waters, known as the Campeche 
Banks, off the coast of Southeastern 
Mexico. 

It was made by the fshing 
scheoner Arcas, which ocoarrted & 
crew of ten expert deep-sea ficher- 
men. In one week they made «4 
haul of 40,000 pounds of red snap- 
per, which the Arcas brought back 
to Galveston. Besides their regu- 
lar the fishermen received 
a bonus, on the size of their 
respective catches, amounting te 
$160 to $2700 for each man. 

OUT THREE, WEEES. 

There is a large fleet of fishing 
schooners constantly employed by 
the Gulf Fisheries Company and 
the hauls which they bring in from 
the distant Campeche Banks are 
shipped to all parts of the country. 
The expeditions vary in length 
from three to four weeks, and often 
the boats meet with turtulent 
weather and other conditions that 
prevent them from making large 
catches. It was due to the perfect 
weather that prevailed that the Ar- 
Cas was able to obtain a record car- 
go of the fish for the season. 

In these fishing operations the 
@reatest care is taken to keep out- 
side the three-mile sone, bordering 
Mexico. Several months ago one 
of the fishing schooners of this 
company was captured by a Mexi- 
dan coast patrol boat guard on the 
charge that fishing was 1 done 
made the three-mile Umit. 

MEXICO HOLDS CREW. 

The boat and crew were taken to 
Vera Cruz and held for several 
weeks, notwithstanding the fact 
that denial and proof was offered 
to show that the fishing was being 
done on the high sea at the time 
the capture was made. Release was 
finally obtained through the inter- 
cession of the United States author! 
tles with the Mexican government. 

One of the first things that is 
done to the fish upon arrival here 
is to remove their throats. Thia

Yaqui Guard Battled Bandits 
Until Overcome. 


Outlaw Claims Me Acts in the

EL PASO, March 17.—¥Francisco 
Villa commanded the bandits who 
held up and robbed a northbound 
Mexico City passenger train near 
Cerralitos last Thursday, when 
thirty-three persons were killed and 
several held for ransom. including 
one American, accerding to paasen- 
cera who reached Chihuahua city 
todav. 


According to passengers, the train 


was stopped by an explosive placed 
on the track. which derailed the 
locomotive. A fight ensued between 
fifty Yaqui soldiers of the train 
guard and 300 men commanded by 
Villa in person. 

Nineteen soldiers. four civilians 
and ten bandits were killed. The 
fighting ended with the retirement 
ot a sublieutenant and six Yaauis. 
all of the train guard who remained 
unwounded. 

Villa then parted the passengers 
to a near-by hill, threatening them 
with death. <Apolina Ruvalieba, 
train conductor. and Jesus Garcia.

PEED MURDERERS. 

Members of the Auto Club of Southern 
California deserve commendation for or- 
ganizing a vigilance committee to deal with 
the speed maniacs who take a fiendish de- 
light in cutting corners, racing over cross- 
ings and converting city thoroughfares into 
lanes of death. They are the lineal de- 
scendants of the bad gunmen of the early 
days who terrified communities with deadly 
Weapons. But no Remington nor Colt ever 
manufactured is as deadly as a heavy auto- 
mobile driven: by a reckless speedster. The 
Vigilantes proved the only force capable 
of meting out summary punishment to the 
gunmen of the early fifties; and the com- 
munity will rejoice to see their spirit re- 
vived to cope with the speed fiends whose 
harvest of death is greater than that reaped 
hy all the other criminal elements of the 
city. 

“Appalling” is hardly strong enough a 
word to express the terrific increase in the 
number of serious and fatal accidents occa- 
sioned by automobiles whose drivers have 
shown a reckless disregard for traffic rules 
and ordinances regulating the speed of mo- 
tor-driven vehicles. These tragedies have 
hecome so common as to arouse public in- 
dignation; they have brought sorrow and 
desolation to Hundreds of families in Los 
Angeles during the last twelve months. 

The Monday morning papers are fegu- 
larly filled with accounts of the horrors 
oceasioned by this speed mania; and the 
undertakers make a special provision for 


an extra rush of business immediately fol- 


lowing Sundays and holidays. Stringent 
city and State laws limiting the speed per 

lle of automobiles are broken with a non- 

alance that must be the envy of the Bol- 
sheviki. Scores of State and municipal 
speed cops have failed to lessen the per- 
centage of deaths due to mad driving. Con- 
scienceless brutes at the wheels of deadly 
cars are keeping a community in a state 
of terror. A similar condition exists in 
other large cities, but the fatalities are not 
so great as in Los Angeles; for there are 
more automobiles per capita here than in 
any other city of like population, and our 
streets are better paved and more adapta- 
ble to fast driving. 

Denouncing the offenders through the 
press is not sufficient; for a vulgar brute 
‘who holds murder of less consequence than 
losing some joy-ride wager takes a pride 
in the notoriety that his reckless driving 
gives. Same of them are as vain about 
their killings as were the bad men in the 
days of the Argonauts. To them decency 
and the elementary considefations of po- 
litenesg and good breeding are meaning- 
less terms. They take a sadic delight in 
repeating the old Weber & Fields cag 
that whefi they are abroad in the death 
cars there ate only the quick and the dead 
in the streets. : 

We repeat that there are more murders 
committed every week by automobile ma- 
nidcs than by all other classes of criminals. 
If the Vigilantes cannot do something to 
check this lust for slaughter the rest of the 


people will be deprived of the use of the 


streets. Speed may be permissible on pri- 
vate speedways constructed for racing pur- 
poses; but only vandals will compete for 
apeed trophies over the streets of a city. 
Some of the worst violators are the drivers 
of trucks. Their machines are so heavy 
that they are not likely to be seriously 
damaged in collisions with lighter cars or 
with pedestrians; and they maintain a rate 


of speed and 4 disregard for tfaffic regula- 
tions that have become a deadly menace to 


life and limb. So great has the slaughter 
become that life insurance companies find 
their mortality tables all thrown awry, 
while accident insurance companies have 
been forced to raise their rates. 

Public indignation is reaching a point 
where a vigilance committée would not be 
condemned by many for taking the law in 
its own hands and meting out summary 
punishment to the offenders. The reckless 
disregard for the lav shown by the speed 
fiends would deprive them of public sym- 
pathy if the punishment were made to fit 
the crime. The Times trusty that the po- 
lice department and the courts will give the 
vigilantes sufficient support so that he 
offenders can be promptly punished by law- 
ful methods. But if a mufderous au 
driver were to 
by an indignant pedestrian it must be ap- 
parent that it would not be easy to pick a 
jury that would vote for conviction. —

ways about the city have been opened and 
paved by the taxpayers for the benefit of 
the entire community. They were never 
intended for racing speédways. The people 


‘who walk the streets and who observe trat- 


fic regulations when driving have a right 
to demand the protection of the law: and, 
if the officers of the law fail, to protect 
themselves. 


One of the first problems to come be- 


fore the League of Nations is an important 
dispute involving three republics of South 
America. Unfortunately the United States 
is got represented on the League, so the 
president of the new organization has dip- 
lomatically sidetracked the question for 
the time being. The quarrel is one de- 
tween Bolivia, Chile and Pern, neighbors 
who have measured swords in the past. 
Bolivia now seeks a peaceful settlement 
through the League, whose main purpose is 
to reduce the number of wars. Peru is 
said to deny the right of the League to in- 
terfere, while the Chilean Minister to Paris 
has gone so far as to say that his govern- 
ment would never accept any @ecision on 
the subject by the League. This hot-tem- 
pered talk by Peru and Chile makes one 


‘suspicious of the soundness of their oppo- 


sition to Bolivia's applicatién, Investica- 
tion of the history of the @ispute, which 
concerns the provinces of Tacna and Arica. 
now held by Chile, upholds this view and 
leads to the conclusion that Bolivia deserves 
better than to have it said she is trying to 
grab land from her neighbors. Most of the 
“window on the Pacific” which she is seek- 
ing from the League of Nations was hers 
in years gone by. It once, too, belonged to 
Peru, but Chile has only the despoiler’s 
claim to the land. After the liberation of 


_ Bolivia from the Spanish yoke nearly 100 


years ago that country extended to the Pa- 
cific; but after the disastrous war in which 
Peru and Bolivia, as allies, were sienally 
defeated by Chile, Boliv a lost all its coast 
land and Peru a section of territory front- 
ing on the Pacific. Now Bolivia is shut in 
by her neighbors, whocan exclude her from 
direct commercial] intercourse with other 
nations. Her case is eminentiy one for set- 
tlement by the League of Nations when 
the United States joins that body.

According to the 
old-timers all the bad weather in 
this country was mixed at Medicine 
Mat, but this theory has pom 
knocked into a cocked hat by J 
Gearr, government weather 
easter in New York; and Dr. Ford 
Carpenter, former meteorologist, U. 
& Weather Bureau, now manager of 
the Department of Meteorology and 
Aasronautics of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Mr. Scarr created a stir in Gotham 
the other day by declaring that 
“snowstorms always form in Ari- 
Sona, and there is no such thing as 
an eatt wind.” 

“‘Cemmenting upen these remarks. 
Dr. Carpenter explained yesterday 
that as likely as not Arizona is the 
worn foundry of the United States. 
Because storms which develop in 
Meat region ultimately break in the 
tern or northern states. 
eastern weather has its ori- 
gin in the Gulf. States or Northern 
Pacific States.” he said. “Seven- 
tenths of our storms enter the Unit- 
ed States at a poiht about even with 
the latitude of the Columbia River 
@nd move eastward. One-tenth of 


bur storms develop off the Califor- 


nia coast. and the other two-tenths 
some from the Gulf States. Thev al! 
move eastward with the movement 
of the earth and most of them have 
their exit along the St. Lawrence 
River.” 

Dr. Carpenter explained further 
that all storms are cyclonic in their

nature, and that the winds which 
accompany them come from an op- 
posite direction—if the storm comes 
from the west, the wind comes 
from the east, and so it happens 
that, if we are getting a rain with 
an easterly wind behind it, the 
storm digappears as soon as the wind 
changes. This change in the course 
of wind indicates that the storm has 
gone past. 
As tor east winds, he says that 
ppear to have many east winds, 
use most of our storms have 
their origin in the west, and the 
wind is a natural result of the 
cyclonic movement of the storm. 

The general movement of storms, 
he explained, is similar to the spin- 
ning of a top. It starts in the west, 
and spins toward the left as it moves 
eastward, which accounts for the 
fact that the majority of the storms, 
originating in Oregon, California or 
farther South, eventually find an out» 
let not far from the Great Lakes. 
Moisture which accumulates as a 
storm travels across Arizona or 
New Mexico is frequently condensed 
into snow at a point in the Middle 
“West or East, which accounts for 
the statement that snowstorms come 
from Arizona. 

Speaking of air currents, Dr. Car- 
penter stated that aviators travel- 
ing East will find better and faster 
flying if they go up several miles, 
and travel by way of Arizona and 
New Mexico, for they will then be 
above general storm conditions. 
while in fiying westward by a 
northern route they should fly lower 
and take advantage of the lower 
currents.
